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Too Flexible? 


AULIERS who read the report in The Commercial Motor last week 

about the unauthorized transfer of railway vehicles from one area 

to another, and noted the unconcern with which Mr. J. A. T. 
Hanlon, Northern Licensing Authority, treated the matter, must wonder 
how elastic the licensing system is. Six to eight months after the move- 
ment of a vehicle from London to Carlisle, British Railways applied to 
regularize the position. The vehicle had earlier been moved from 
Rochdale to London, but an application to include it in the railways’ 
Metropolitan Area licence was not made until three or four months after 
it had been switched to Carlisle. The explanation was a surfeit of work 
in the railways’ licensing department. 

Obviously, the railways must not be hampered in their collection and 
delivery of rail-borne traffic. There must be some freedom in a large 
organization to transfer vehicles from one area to another. Moreover, 
there must be no unnecessary restriction of rights under A licences, 
subject always to the protection of the interests of users and other 
providers of transport. In cases of urgency it may not be possible to go 
through the cumbrous licensing procedure before the movement takes 
place. The question is how soon after the event it should be regularized. 
Some people may regard six months as an unreasonable period, and hold 
the delay to amount to a breach of normal user and, therefore, of the 
original statement of intent. 


A Significant Difference 





Mr. Hanlon refuted this submission: The normal user defined 
Operation as within 20 miles of the London base, “ mainly for the collec- 
tion and delivery of rail-borne traffic.” This, the Licensing Authority 
said, covered the temporary use of a vehicle in another area. He failed to 
observe, however, that the radius from the named place was absolute, 
whereas it was in the type of traffic handled that some flexibility was 
allowed. On a strict interpretation it is difficult to understand how he 
could defend the movement in the unequivocal terms he used, although 
it may have been justified on the ground of administrative convenience. 

It is now for the Road Haulage Association to ensure that Mr. Hanlon 
adopts a similarly liberal policy towards hauliers. British Road Services 
and free-enterprise operators in other areas have been reprimanded by 
Licensing Authorities and have placed their licences in jeopardy for 
doing the thing that Mr. Hanlon condones. There cannot be one law for 
British Railways and another for road operators, or one in the Northern 
Area and another elsewhere. It is to be hoped that the present case will 
be taken to appeal to test the validity of the arguments employed in it. 


Autonomy for London Transport 


FEW years after London County Council started work in 1889, 
A pense was taken out of the county and Stoke Newington brought in. 
Apart from this and some minor adjustments, the county boundary is 
the same as that of the L.C.C.’s predecessors, the Metropolitan Board 
of Works. Thus, legally, London today is substantially the same area 
as it was in 1855. This is obviously absurd and has been so for at least 
40 years. 
The Royal Commission on local government have now vindicated 
those who for decades have urged the creation of an overriding authority 
for the whole conurbation by recommending the creation of a Council 
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for Greater London. One of the functions of the new 
council would be traffic management, but the Com- 
mission stop short of recommending any change in the 
ownership or operation of the passenger services of 
the metropolis. 

The reform now envisaged presents a great oOppor- 
tunity for giving the people of London control of their 
transport. Before 1933 public opinion could be effec- 
tively expressed through those municipalities which 
operated trams and, until the late "twenties, carried by 
far the greatest annual load of passengers. It is an 
anomaly that Londoners have no effective say in the 
control of London Transport and that such an important 
undertaking should merely be a subsidiary of the British 
Transport Commission. London Transport should be 
divorced from the B.T.C. and put under the control of 
the new authority. 

For some reason which is not clear, the Royal 
Commission have omitted from the proposed territory 
of the new authority several districts which, from a 
traffic-operating aspect, ought to be included. They 
are Chorley Wood, Rickmansworth, Watford borough, 
the part of Watford rural district round Carpender’s 
Park, Bushey, Potters Bar and Dartford borough. If 
the new authority were given transport powers, these 
should include the retention of the London Transport 
organization in these outer areas. 

Beyond these boundaries the present London 
Transport services should be turned over to B.T.C.- 
controlled companies or to local independents, provided 
that adequate arrangements were made not to break 
through services and connections. 
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Needless Waste 


MAYY of us fume when we get held up at traffic lights, 
particularly the exasperating variety employed by con- 
tractors, which seem to be specially timed to ensure maximum 


delays to road traffic. And you may be forgiven for breathing 
black smoke if you are a transport user and almost all your 
vehicles are stopped at one point several times a day. 

More annoying than average in this connection are the lights 
on the bridge at Keadby, near Scunthorpe, where the overhead 
steelwork is being renewed to give greater headroom. Traffic in 
both directions on the busy Doncaster-Scunthorpe road is 
stopped for five minutes while a little group of men goes to 
work, then the two streams are let go separately.

staff morale, by a friendly, considerate policy—these 

were phrases that came into my conversation with 
Duncan Howard Foulds again and again. They are the 
key to the man. Modestly disclaiming any outstanding 
merit, chatting quietly and without waste of words, he 
Outlined his views on business administration and what it 
involves, making it clear that good relations of management 
with workers and workers with each other are always in 
the forefront of his thinking. “Team spirit” is often an 
empty phrase used glibly in disingenuous pep talks. With 
Mr. Foulds it is vital, fundamental. 

Doubtless it was this sort of approach combined, of 
course, with a notable gift of command (which he did not 
talk about, but I none the less inferred) that led him from 
Pickfords in the Isle of Wight to the command of a 
destroyer, earning him a Mention in Dispatches and the 
D.S.C. He knew more about horses than the sea in 1939 
and, in fact, wanted to join the army. But today he is 
justly proud of having served in destroyers all through the 
war. He was sunk in one and commanded two successively. 

But in 1945 Lieut.-Cdr. Foulds was back again with 
parcels. Anticlimax? Did he think long thoughts about 
the days when he commanded one of His Majesty’s ships 
from a heaving bridge, zig-zagging his way through danger- 
ous seas? Not so: he is the kind of man who attends to 
the job in hand with complete concentration and single- 
mindedness. He just brought his characteristic qualities 
home with him and found abundant satisfaction in day-to- 
day administration in an industry he chose to enter. 

His earlier experiences were not in transport, however, 
but in the City. After leaving Brighton College he looked 
around the banking sphere, among others. But in 1937

he joined Pickfords as assistant to the manager of the 
Willow Walk depot in London. A year later he went down 
to the Isle of Wight as manager of Pickfords and associated 
companies, his special responsibilities being connected with 
the co-ordination of Chaplins, Ltd., Crouchers, Ltd., and 
Shephard Bros., Ltd. 

After the wartime break in his commercial career he 
returned to transport as assistant chief parcels manager of 
the newly formed Carter Paterson and Pickfords Joint 
Parcels Service. Three years later he was chief parcels 
manager and in 1949 was appointed managing director of 
Carter Paterson, which involved the chairmanship of the 
Sutton undertakings in London and Manchester, and of 
Chaplins, Ltd., as well. Then wider spheres opened to him. 
In June, 1950, he became deputy traffic officer (commercial) 
of the Road Haulage Executive and, some seven years 
afterwards, commercial manager of British Road Services. 
In the spring of last year he succeeded Mr. Charles Bostock 
as divisional manager, B.R.S. (Pickfords), Ltd., and it is 
that managerial chair he occupies today. 

How times have changed since he joined the industry 
nearly 25 years ago.

A properly established, scientifically ordered business ought 
to be growing its own senior men all the time. The office 
boy (if such a person exists nowadays) ought to have the 
spur of ambition, and the business should provide ample 
opportunity for achieving it. Only in this way, Mr. 
Foulds is convinced, can any organization make sure it is 
well served by a contented, hard-working staff. 

I have commented on what I supposed to be the diffi- 
culty involved in a destroyer commander’s settling down 
once again with parcels. But, of course, this is to paint 
an altogether inadequate picture of what Mr. Foulds’ 
responsibilities are today. Under his direction are some 
500 vehjcles, many of them bulk carriers. Parcels may 
come into the business to some extent, but in the main 
it is heavy haulage which occupies his attention.

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Not So Many Objectors To 


R.H. Wages Proposals 


FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT 


HERE were noticeably fewer objections than usual when the Road 

Haulage Wages Council met on Wednesday to consider the objections 

to RH(69). The proposals in that notice are for a six per cent. 
all-round increase for London and Grade I drivers, proportionately 
smaller increases for other drivers, a 2s. increase in subsistence to 18s., 
and increases in the rates for casual workers. 

On occasions in the past, there have been up to 200 objections to 
proposals by the Council, which has never been known to alter them 
substantially at this stage. That may be why one disconsolate haulier said 
to me as we were going in to the meeting: “ Don’t know why we bother to 
object, do you?” It seems as if others thought the same. 

There were, in fact, fewer than 50 objections for the Council to consider. 
More than a few of them were from workers—who, needless to say, 
wanted bigger rises. The final proposals will ultimately be incorporated in 
RH(70), which will probably not be issued until after Christmas. 


Shorter Hours Agreement for C.W.S. 
Driving Staff 


EVISION of work schedules for drivers and mates employed by the 
R co-operative Wholesale Society traffic departments at Manchester, 

Newcastle, London, Bristol and Cardiff, together with all sub-depots 
was announced by the Transport and General Workers Union this week. 
It results from the introduction of the increased speed limit for heavy 
vehicles. 

Agreement has been reached that, on the basis of this increase for 
vehicles of over 3 tons unladen weight, working hours can be reduced 
to a normal working day of 10 hours, and a bonus of 15 per cent. paid 
as compensation for the reduction in working hours. 

Whilst drivers of smaller category vehicles are not directly affected, it is 
considered that the existing work-content of such drivers could be 
maintained if working hours are reduced by one-eleventh. A normal 
working day of 10 hours has also been introduced for these drivers. 
When revision of schedules have been completed, a bonus payment (also 
of 15 per cent.) will be introduced on the distinct understanding that the 
existing work-content is maintained. 

It is stipulated that the general principle of a reduction of one-eleventh 
in existing working hours will be applied equally to services now occupying 
less than 11 hours a day. In cases where the revised schedules necessitate 
employment for less than 10 hours a day, the management may require 
additional work to be done. But in no case will the maximum of 10 
hours a day be exceeded.

Star at Turin 
TURIN, Wednesday 
ASSENGER vehicles provide the 
i P greatest interest at this year’s Turin 
Motor Show, the appearance of two 
unconventional double-deckers being of 
particular importance. Novelties among 
the goods vehicles are few, although there 
js ample evidence that the newly intro- 
duced legal “road code” has affected 
detail design. 

Both the new double-deckers have 
been built to special order, one by 
Viberti and the other by Aerfer, who are 
perhaps better known for their activities 
in the aircraft industry, although they 
have been making fully integral single- 
deckers for a number of years. 

The Viberti bus is shown in unfinished 
form, with no engine, transmission or 
suspension. It is a six-wheeler with 72 
seats and room for 71 standing passen- 
gers. Its overall length is 39 ft. and the 
engine will be mounted vertically on 
the left-hand side, immediately behind the 
front wheel. 

Air suspension will be employed and 
the gearbox is to be a fully automatic 
unit which, like the engine, will be of 
Fiat manufacture. The bus shown will 
form one of 12 ordered~by Turin for 
delivery in May, 1961. 

The Aerfer design is unconventional] in 
ae extreme, not only in its appearance, 
but also in its layout. It has a Fiat 150 
b.h.p. horizontal engine mounted trans- 
versely at the rear, and the rated pas- 
senger capacity is 150, although the seats 
total only 45 of which 33 are in the 
upper saloon. Light alloy is used 
extensively, with some plastics mouldings. 

Nearly all the commercial vehicle 
exhibits are in a new underground hall 
at Turin this year. It is linked to the 
original building by a moving platform.

The Queen Tells of B.T.C. Measures 


FROM OUR POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT 


HE Queen’s Speech on Tuesday gave 

notice of forthcoming “ proposals for 
reforming the structure and functions 
of the British Transport Commission.” 
Whether this will be in the form of a 
Bill in this Session of Parliament is not 
yet decided by the Cabinet. 

The careful choice of the word “ pro- 
posals ” could cover either a White Paper 
or a Bill. 

There is evidence that the Government 
are still undecided on their course of 
action. They have been receiving advice 
from the Stedeford Committee, working 
within the terms of reference laid down 
by the Government, which pointed to 
the decentralization of the railways. But 
the Government cannot ignore the recent 
report of the Select Committee of M.P.s 
on nationalized industries, which recom- 
mended that the railways should remain 
a single entity. 

Since then Mr. Marples has appointed 
his own separate “study group” with 
himself as chairman. This may well 
be designed to achieve some kind of 
compromise between the two. 

The Marples study group certainly 
means that there must be a delay in the 
original plan that followed the appoint- 
ment of the Stedeford Committee—for a 
report followed by a Bill early in this 
Session. If the Government is. still 
unable to make up its mind by the time 
that Parliament enters its busy season, 
after the Budget, then it will content 
itself by issuing a White Paper outlining 
its aims. But the possibility of a Bill in 


the second half of the Session—around, 
say, the early summer—cannot be ruled 
out.

O additional A-licence vehicles for 

General Wharfage and Roadways 
(Liverpool), Ltd., were granted by the 
North Western Licensing Authority at 
Liverpool on Monday, to cater for the 
needs of the new corrugated cardboard 
container division of Kirby Containers 
(Liverpool), Ltd. 

Mr. S. A. Hughes, managing director 
of General Wharfage, said it was entirely 
new traffic requiring special vehicles.

Illegal Work: Effect 
On Decisions 


I Seven question whether evidence of 
need could be proved through 
irregular operation, once the offence had 
been purged, arose in an appeal by 
Shephard and Hough, Ltd., against the 
refusal of 12 out of 16 vehicles sought 
on a new A licence, after a complete 
change of normal. user had _ been 
admitted. 

The appellants contended that the West 
Midland Licensing Authority had con- 
fused irregularity with evidence of need 
and allowed it to affect his judgment. 

In 1957 the company lost a large pro- 
portion of beer traffic emanating from 
Burton, and transferred nine A-licensed 
vehicles to Evesham, where they had 
special A vehicles engaged in the fruit 
and vegetable traffic. In 1958 they 
received advice that they were in breach 
of their normal user, but did nothing 
about it for 12 months because they 
could not produce proper figures. 


Harsh Penalty 


The penalty was harsh, in that the four 
vehicles granted were suspended for 34 
months and the remaining 12 had been 
off the road ever since, except for two 
transferred to C licence. Eight of their 
special A vehicles had been sold for 
financial reasons just prior to the appli- 
cation; six of these were no longer based 
in the Evesham area. 

. The respondents, the British Transport 
Commission and 23 others, submitted 
there had been a complete change of 
traffics, districts served and base, which 
Shephard and Hough sought to justify 
with one customer witness only, sup- 
ported by one letter and nine pro forma 
documents, completed by customers; the 
evidence of need was almost entirely 
from irregular operation. In this type of 
case, oral evidence from customers was 
essential as a safeguard to objectors. 
Without cross-examination no one would 
know what inducement had been offered 
to get the new traffic. Even though there 
had been an 18-month delay, the figures 
were not broken down to show what had 
been carried on special A and public A 
vehicles. 

The president of the Tribunal, Sir 
Hubert Hull, said it could not be laid 
down that an offender should never get 
a new licence for irregular traffic—much 
depended on the gravity of the offence. 
Even though the appellants were unable 
to produce figures at the time, they could 
have informed the Licensing Authority; 
nor would it have been impossible to 
stop carrying fruit.

They had gone on earning money they 
were not entitled to. However, the 
Tribunal were reluctant to treat facts as 
though they had not happened and the 
fleet appeared to have been fully occu- 
pied. It had been said that 10 of the 
vehicles had been idle since the Licensing 
Authority’s decision because they were 
unlicensed, but there was nothing to stop 
them being used under the old normal 
user. The decision would be given in 
writing. 


New Licences Not 
A Prize 


LICENSING Authority could not 

hand out new licences because an 
applicant’s fleet was carrying more goods, 
there must be evidence that their cus- 
tomers’ demands were unsatisfied. 

Sir Hubert said this in the appeal by 
five Northern operators against a grant 
of three additional A vehicles to T. Brady 
and Sons, Barrow. 

In 1959 Brady’s sought four additional 
vehicles and were granted two by the 
Northern Licensing Authority. On appeal 
(Nov. 17) they were disallowed, but the 
vehicles were left on the licence until 
January 17, 1960. An immediate second 
application for four vehicles was heard 
on January 14-15, and three were granted. 

The appellants urged that, although 


better figures were provided on _ the 
second occasion, there was no oral 
customer evidence and the case was 


taken no further than the original one. 
Three eight-wheelers had been purchased 
by Brady’s since the first application; one 
only shortly before the second hearing. 
It was wrong for the Licensing Authority 
to have taken as proof of need the opera- 
tions of vehicles which should never have 
been on the road. 


Respondents’ Evidence 

The respondents relied on evidence 
that the two vehicles originally granted 
had been in use 18 months and were 
fully occupied, and letters from cus- 
tomers, including British Cellophane. 
Ltd., newcomers to the area. 

The Tribunal decided that so far as 
the two vehicles were concerned. Brady's 
were entitled to point to the experience 
gained, showing they were needed to 
satisfy their customers. It would not be 
right to deprive them of these vehicles 
unless they were under-employed. With 
regard to the third vehicle, they allowed 
the appeal. There was no customer 
evidence, said Sir Hubert, and they could 
not act on mere assertions of pressure on 
vehicles; it would be contrary to estab- 
lished practice to add vehicles without 


plain indications (not necessarily oral) 
that customers were not getting what they 
required, 


Spoken Evidence 


and Cases 


F the principle in this appeal was to 

decide whether oral evidence was 
always necessary, the answer was no. The 
Tribunal would not lay down a rule that 
applicants for additional vehicles without 
such evidence could not succeed. 

The president said this when the B.T.C. 
appealed against the grant to Siddle ¢. 
Cook, Ltd., of two additional A-licence 
vehicles. 

Mr. T. H. Campbell Wardlaw, for 
Cook, pointed out that despite a tremend- 
ous increase in the business of the 
Consett Iron Co. and other steel con 
cerns in the North East, they had not 
been granted one single additional vehicle 
because it was impossible to get witnesses 
to attend. Cook had been forced to tum 
to contract A licence. 

On October 17, 1959, a short-term 
licence was granted for one vehicle, ona 
letter from Dorman Long (Steel), Ltd., of 
increased demand for transport. The 
Northern Licensing Authority said he 
would require witnesses to attend the sub- 
stantive hearing, but Dorman Long then 
intimated that their needs had been met 
by contract and B.R.S. However, the 
application was granted by the Deputy 
Licensing Authority on the evidence of a 
number of letters from steel customers. 

Giving the decision, Sir Hubert said 
that contrary to the views of the Northern 
Licensing Authority, they regarded evi 
dence of short-term operation as beinga 
fact which could be taken into account 
The second vehicle was a different pro 
position, but they had never said in 
previous appeals that evidence had to be 
given orally, and it could safely be 
affirmed from other evidence that ther 
was expansion in the steel industry calling 
for vehicles of this type

VER 100 heavy-duty goods chassis 
have been added to the American 
Ford range this month for the 1961 pro- 
gramme, and for the first time oil-engined 
chassis are being offered by this concern,

option of sleeping bunks and single head- 
lamps, which reduce headlamp-replace- 
ment costs by 50 per cent. compared with 
the paired lighting system introduced 
three years ago (an interesting “ back- 
ward ” move). 

Single headlamps have been introduced 
on the new Ford normal-control models 
also, and these vehicles have redesigned 
bonnets and front-end metalwork to give 
easier engine access. A novel feature of 
these models is the use of adjustable 
shutters instead of a conventional radia- 
tor grille, these having been adopted with 
the object of reducing repair costs. The 
cabs of these latest normal-control 
chassis are nearly 10 in. shorter than 
those of the previous models, and the 
designs have been simplified although 
ventilation and glazing have been 
increased. 


Abnormal Loads Still Under Review 


INALITY has not yet been reached 

in the discussions that have been 
taking place between the Ministry of 
Transport and representatives of organi- 
zations concerned with the movement of 
abnormal indivisible loads and engineer- 
ing plant by road. At a meeting last 
week at the Ministry some concessions 
on the original proposals made by the 
Minister in May were announced, and 
the reaction to these concessions by the 
various organizations concerned is now 
receiving further consideration by the 
Ministry. 

In the May proposals it was suggested 
that the Motor Vehicles (Authorization 
of Special Types) General Order should 
be amended to prevent the movement of 
any load which, with its carrying vehicle 
(excluding any drawbar), exceeded an 
overall length of 80 ft., other than by 
individual Order. 

In response to this proposal the 
National Road Transport Federation 
submitted that such a restriction would 
be unrealistic, particularly as there were 
4 number of trailers which already 
exceeded that length, and so would 
need a special Order for empty running. 

If any restriction were to be imposed 
the Federation submitted that the length 
should be at least 120 ft. and at last 


week’s meeting the Ministry agreed to 
consider a restriction of 90 ft. 

Similarly, in response to the original 
proposal that notice must be given to the 
police whenever loads exceeding 40 ft. 
were carried, representation had been 
made that here again several vehicles and 
trailers already exceeded this length and 
implementation of such a _ restriction 
would involve substantial extra work for 
the police. It was, therefore, suggested 
that this should be increased to 64 ft. and 
as a result the Ministry has now under 
review a compromise length of 50 ft. 

It was emphasized that whilst represen- 
tatives of the organizations concerned in 
the movement of indivisible loads 
appreciated the concessions announced 
last week, full agreement was not reached 
and representations continue.

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Engine-wear Discussion as Scientists and 
Technicians Get Together 


GROUP of about 200 scientists and 

technicians met at the Shell research 
centre, Thornton, recently to discuss wear 
in automotive engines. Representatives 
from 11 countries were present, includ- 
ing members of universities, technical 
colleges, government departments and 
vehicle manufacturers. 

The recent work carried out at Thorn- 
ton in connection with piston-ring wear 
was dealt with in some detail, this work 
having shown that improvements in 
engine design have all but eliminated the 
type of ring wear associated with acid 
corrosion. It would appear, in fact, that 
further increases in engine life can be 
expected from studies in progress. 

Speakers at the meeting included Dr. 
F. P. Bowden, who reviewed some of the 
recent work done under his direction at 


Cambridge University on the friction of 
solids, and Professor Ir. H. Block, of 
the University of Technology, Delft, 
Holland. Prof. Block discussed work he 
has done on measuring the high tem- 
peratures developed in the microscopic 
peaks on metal surfaces when they are 
rubbed together. These temperatures, 
known as “ flash” temperatures, can be 
high enough to cause the metal at the 
point of contact to melt. 

Prof. Block’s flash-temperature theories 
have been used at Thornton to gain a 
better understanding of the problems of 
valve-gear wear in some of the latest 
designs of engine. A paper on these 
studies was read, and this contained 
fundamental information that it is hoped 
will contribute to the design of future 
cams and gears. 


“Anti-Union” Charge Against Company 


VOTING deadlock was created in 

Nottingham, last week, over an 
application by Skill’s Motor Coaches to 
be placed on the education committee's 
list of operators providing transport for 
schoolchildren. The committee were 
recommended to approve the move but, 
on the chairman’s casting vote. they 
referred the matter back for further 
consideration because of the company’s 
“attitude to trade unions.” 

Cllr. P. Holland proposed the reference 
back, saying: “It has come to my notice 
that the company do not agree with their 
drivers’ membership of a trade union.” 
He admitted that he did not know 
whether or not this were true, but urged 
that the position should be investigated 
before Skill’s were put on the list. 

He felt that. “in these enlightened 
days,” employers should encourage their 
workers to join trade unions rather than 
discourage them. If Skill’s did not recog- 
nize trade unions they could not be 
approached by union officials. 

Cllr. W. Derbyshire retorted that it was 
both wrong and unfair for a person who 
was not sure of his facts to make such 
remarks. Skill’s, he added, were a firm 
of considerable repute. who paid their 
employees above the recognized union 


rates and had a waiting list of drivers 
“which would satisfy all the city trans- 
port undertaking’s needs.” 

He asked Cllr. Holland to withdraw his 
remarks.

OINT applications by Sheffield United 
Tours, Ltd., and East Midland Motor 
Services, Ltd., to operate express services 
between Sheffield and Southend and 
Sheffield and Clacton-on-Sea were 
adjourned at Leeds last week by the 
Yorkshire Traffic Commissioners. Both 
services were to be operated from Whit- 
suntide until the end of September, on 
Saturdays only, with a vehicle allowance 
of two a day. Picking-up points were to 
be at Sheffield, Dronfield, Chesterfield, 
Bolsover and Shirebrook. 

Mr. T. E. Crewe, S.U.T. assistant traffic 
manager, stated that there was a large 
public demand for the services. In 
assessing this they had had the assistance 
of all their booking agents and Southend 
Corporation, 

The latter had recently organized a 
publicity campaign which had _ helped 
to make the travelling public aware of 
the attractions the town had to offer. 
There were no other through services by 
rail or road to Clacton or Southend. 
When travelling by train the passenger 
had to change stations in London before 
catching a connection. Another advant- 
age of coach travel was that each person 
was guaranteed a seat. 

Replying to Mr. H. C. Beaumont, 
objecting on behalf of British Railways, 
Mr. Crewe said that the return services 
would be scheduled to arrive at Sheffield 
for 11.55 p.m. He did not consider this 
particularly inconvenient as passengers 
could then travel home by taxi or the 
late-night buses. 


The publicity venture organized by 
Southend Corporation had included a 
mobile cinema, which had visited social 
clubs and factories. Printed cards had 
been given to members of the public who 
had said they were interested in visiting 
the resort. They had been asked to sign 
these, then return them by post. This 
had not been a concerted campaign, 
merely a test to see what the demand in 
Sheffield would be. 

Mr. Crewe pointed out that they had 
no intention of linking the two services. 
He agreed that the train services between 
Sheffield and London were reasonable 
but very crowded at peak times.

Objectors Worry About Dual Grant 


UESTIONS of the possibility of a 

dual grant and the licensing, without 
evidence of need, of vehicles in the North 
Western traffic area to do work in Scot- 
land and the South, were raised by the 
objectors at the continued Liverpool 
hearing on Monday of an application by 
P. McCallum and Sons, Ltd., to base six 
additional heavy A-licensed articulated 
units at Widnes (The Commercial Motor, 
September 30). The North Western 
Licensing Authority, Mr. F. Williamson, 
reserved his decision. 

Mr. J. Booth, for the company, said 
they and their associates had bases in 
three traffic areas, the North Western (11 
vehicles), Metropolitan (7 vehicles) and 
Scotland (11 vehicles), and operated a 
triangular trunk service. A large part of 
the Lancashire work was for Turner's 
Asbestos Cement Co., Ltd., Widnes, 
to remote places in Scotland. Sub- 
contracting was unsatisfactory. 

Questioned by the Authority, Mr. P. 
McCallum said the main basis of the 
application was to replace a_ certain 
amount of sub-contracting. 

Mr. Williamson pointed out that the 
company had also lodged an application 
in Scotland for six additional vehicles. 
If this was granted it might well ease the 
situation, as it would be possible to back 
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load from Widnes to Scotland on the 
trunk service. 

For ten objectors, including British 
Railways and British Road Services, Mr. 
J. Edward Jones submitted that in 
addition to the danger of a dual grant, 
one of the points of objection was the 
very wide normal user: “ general goods, 
Great Britain.” Mr. Williamson said he 
would consult the Scottish Licensing 
Authority.

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HE activities of “ pirates” who run 

unauthorized works services with 
small vehicles can result in licensed 
operators having to put up their fares. 
This warning was given at Mansfield, 
Notts, last week by Mr. R. S. Whitby, 
when he prosecuted on behalf of the East 
Midland Traffic Commissioners. 

Dennis Spalding, a Blidworth, Notts, 
miner, admitted illegally running a small 
bus to and from the National Coal 
Board’s headquarters at Sherwood Lodge 
with evening-shift women cleaners as 
paying passengers. 

Mr. Whitby said that people using 
private vehicles for hire or reward were 
creaming-off the best of the traffic, while 
bus companies had to take the “sour 
milk” in exchange for their own cream. 
There was evidence of this practice being 
engaged in to a considerable extent in the 
area, and an indirect result could be that 
established operators would have to ask 
for higher fares to cover their passenger 
losses. 

Spalding had been charging 10 
women cleaners fares of 2s. or 2s. 3d. on 
his route from Blidworth to Sherwood

Lodge, yet his vehicle was insured only 
in respect of the owner and the insurance 
conditions prohibited its use for hire 
purposes. No road service licence had 
been taken out to cover the service. 

When police intercepted the vehicle it 
was being driven by a_ roundsman, 
Bernard Farrington. He admitted driving 
without either insurance cover or a 
correct driving licence. Spalding pleaded 
guilty to aiding and abetting him. 

Mr. Whitby said that, in a statement, 
Spalding claimed that he had made 
hardly any profit since he started the 
service after Whitsuntide. He was 
ignorant of the need for a licence. 

Mr. P. A. Foster, defending. explained 
that Spalding had begun by driving his 
wife and mother to Sherwood Lodge in 
his car, but other cleaners—who were 
losing an hour in travelling—persuaded 
him to get a larger vehicle. Farrington 
was an innocent victim who had taken 
over the driving to give Spalding a fort- 
night’s rest. 

Spalding was fined a total of £27 and 
Farrington £11, and they were ordered to 
pay £7 7s. advocate’s fee between them. 


Good and Bad for Grimsby Undertaking 


EMBERS of the Grimsby-Cleethorpes 

Joint Transport Committee were 
told last week by the general manager, 
Mr. J. Rostron. that bus services where 
the routes have been extended are so 
popular that, in one week alone, routes 
to the Bathing Pool took £360 more than 
in the corresponding week last year, 
when it was necessary to change buses 
for the journey. 

In September, said Mr. Rostron, the 
service took £300 more than in the same 
period last year. In the first two weeks of 
October, the increases were £140 and 
£180. Such was the popularity, said Mr. 


Rostron, that many more duplicates were 
being run and a meeting would be held 
with the staff, to consider suggestions 
aimed at overcoming these difficulties and 
meeting the demand. 

The undertaking, forecast Mr. Rostron, 
might have a surplus at the end of the 
current financial year of about £4,500. 
Another new experimental service, Mr. 
Rostron told the committee, took only 
£13 9s. in September. This was very 
disappointing, he said, and he could not 
understand why it had been so poorly 
patronized. It was decided to continue 
the service for another month, 


New Bus Terminal Opened in Cork 


NEW bus terminal for all long- 

distance services working into Cork, 
and for some of the more important local 
Services, has been opened by the Irish 
Minister for Transport and Power. Mr. 
Erskine Childers. 

The ground floor of the main building 
houses a waiting hall which gives 
direct access to the bus departure plat- 
form. Accommodation is also provided 
for ticket, inspectors’, left-luggage and 
parcels offices, as well as for shopping 
facilities. On the first floor are buffet, 
public telephones, toilet accommodation, 
lost property department and the tele- 
phone switchboard. 

Staff facilities at the station include a 
canteen with kitchenette, rest room and 
toilet accommodation. 

The new bus departure and arrival 
Park is shortly to be opened at Sligo. This 
will be adjacent to the departure plat- 
form of the railway station, although at 
a lower level. Access to the station will 
be by means of a stepway.

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Shift Workers a 
Problem 


NLESS local transport authorities 

co-operated in providing buses for 
cotton’s double-shift workers, they must 
expect their income to go down whan 
industry was forced to move away, said 
Mr. P. E. Blake, chief personnel officer 
for Fine Spinners and Doublers, Ltd., 
last week. However, in the textile 
industry it seemed likely that the night 
shift would end at 10 p.m. instead of its 
present 10.30 p.m., so solving the 
difficulty. He was replying to questions 
at a meeting of the Oldham and Roch- 
dale section of the Textile Institute, 
after delivering a paper on the social and 
educational problems of shift work. 

Like the bus industry, textiles were 
bound up with shift work, he went on. 
Mr. Blake said shift work was necessary; 
of course there were problems but the 
advantages must outweigh them. The 
alternative to shift work was failure. The 
main difficulty was to persuade workers 
to accept change, rather than the actual 
shift work itself. 

The inability of certain individuals to 
work on night shifts, he continued, must 
no more be used as an argument against 
shift working than must the inability of 
certain individuals to work on day shifts 
be used to argue for the abandonment of 
day shifts. He emphasized that job 
security was the greatest advantage of 
shift work, yet it was one most frequently 
forgotten. 


“SPEED TURN-ROUND ” 


PUBLICITY campaign for the 

quicker turn-round of goods vehicles 
was advocated by Mr. R. B. Brittain, 
chairman of the Eastern Area, Road 
Haulage Association, at the annual 
dinner-dance of the Colchester sub-area 
on Wednesday. 

Some of the hauliers’ customers are 
heedless of delays because they do not 
affect the customer's own plant or opera- 
tions. Others do not give sufficient 
thought to the time and money wasted by 
delays, said Mr. Brittain. 

The difficulty was one that hauliers’ 


customers should take very seriously 
because it was bound to affect their 
transport costs, whether they used a 


haulier or their own vehicles.

FEWER SAW THE LIGHTS 
IGURES. released by Southend 
Corporation show that 3,919 coaches 
visited the illuminations, which ended on 
October 23.

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HE opening by the Duke of 
Edinburgh yesterday of the new 
Esso refinery at Gelliswick Bay, 
Pembrokeshire, has drawn attention 
to a relatively little-known but very 
beautiful part of the country, which 


possesses, in Milford Haven, one of 
the finest natural harbours in the 
world. 


Stretching, with its creeks, for many 
miles inland and almost completely 
landlocked, it offers a safe anchorage 
for the largest vessels now afloat or 
likely to be built in the foreseeable 
future. Yet the Haven has no great 
port trading to all parts of the world, 
because it is so remote from the main 
centres. of industry and population. 
Esso wanted a site for a_ refinery 
where there was sufficient depth of 
water for 100,000-ton tankers at all 
states of the tide. . 

The remoteness of Milford Haven was 
no drawback as, once the crude oil was 
refined, it would be easy to ship it out 
again by coastal tanker to those dis- 
tributing centres round the coast or on 
navigable rivers which are actually near 
the consuming areas. 

Thus of the 44m. tons a year which 
the new refinery is to handle, 98 per cent. 
will go out by water and most of the 
small remainder by rail over a new 
branch from the Haverfordwest-Milford 
line. The portion of this branch for 
which Esso is responsible has been built, 
but has not yet been connected to the 
British Railways system. During the 
building of the refinery, a great deal of 
material went to Milford Haven station 
and had to be taken thence by road to 
the site some 24 to 3 miles away. 

Great tonnages were handled direct by 
road, and the conveyance of the labour 
force was a problem in itself. At the 
peak of activity about 3.500 men were 
employed, including about 2,300 who had 


to be imported, but the numbers are 
now declining fast. Eventually the 
refinery will be staffed by about 330 


people. a small figure which has been

The jetty, at which incoming and out- 
going cargoes are handled, stretches out 
3,500 ft. into the Haven and is T-shaped.

It is constructed so that the fishing 
vessels which normally sail inshore can 
get under it, and is large enough to 
handle five tankers a day, with a 24-hour 
turn-round per ship. Discharge and 
loading are entirely by flexible connec- 
tions and the liquid passes through pipes 
built alongside or under the jetty. 
Although road transport will not figure

to any appreciable extent in the handling 
of the refinery’s products to the outside 
world, a number of vehicles are required 
for internal work. These, it is interesting 
to note, are fitted with water-box spark 
arresters. 

For site operation and maintenance the 
company relies mainly on 20 Land- 
Rovers. a tool and van (racked 
inside and radio-fitted), six 5-cwt. pick- 
ups and six estate cars of Ford manufac- 
ture. For delivery of stores, Thames 
vehicles are used, these being a 2-tonner 
and three 5-tonners. To handle heavy 
material there are a Simon hoist, three 
Taylor Jumbos, two large cranes, one 
diesel fork-lift for outdoor work and one 
battery-driven fork-lift for work inside 
the stores. A straddle carrier is on order. 

One of the Land-Rovers is being fitted 
up with welding equipment. The Marine 
Department (which deals with the tanker 
crews) has a Thames 15-cwt. van and 
12-seater bus. For further constructional 
work there is a Massey-Ferguson tractot 
with a digger in front, and a bulldozer. 

Two fire-engines (Bedford and Dennis) 
provide for security and there is a Morris 
ambulance for accidents. An ex-Western 
Welsh bus is kept to take visitors round. 

The large and well-equipped workshop 
and stores are intended for plant main- 
tenance and not for heavy vehicle repairs.

gatemen wears a plastics safety helmet 
out of doors. These are in different 
colours. according to the section the 
wearer works in, and have the wearer's 
name on the front. 

Unfortunately, it is very difficult to 
hide a refinery as its most prominent 
and important features all rise vertically, 
notably in this case chimney stacks 300 ft 
high, to give adequate dispersal of gases 
The siting of this plant. largely in 4 
ravine, does help and Esso intend to 
spend a considerable sum in landscaping, 
as time goes by. 

One suggestion is to: screen the site 
by quick-growing trees, but 350 acres js 
a large area and the fire risk (although 
remote) cannot -be entirely neglected, so 
that a definite decision on this point has 
not yet been made. To guard against 
pollution of the Haven, all waste water 
and all drainage from the site pass into 
a skimming pond, where entrained oil is 
removed before the effluent is pumped 
out below low-water mark. All tankers 
have to discharge their ballast water (in 
case it might be contaminated) into tanks, 
whence this also passes to the skimming 
pond. 

The people of Pembrokeshire are ina 
difficult position, torn between the desire 
to preserve their beautiful countryside

and the urgent necessity to provide more 
work. The whole county has a popula- 
tion only a little over 90,000, nearly all 
dependent on agriculture and _ fisheries 
The soil is good and the climate mild, 
so that agriculture flourishes. But the 
fisheries have declined badly. In 1947 
there were 120 trawlers based on Milford 
Haven. Today there are only 27. It is 
said that every trawler means work on 
shore for nine or ten men (porters, box- 
makers, etc.). so that the loss of employ- 


ment has been severe in a_ small 
community. 

I was told by officials of Western 
Welsh that there used to be 15 trawle 
crews living in Haverfordwest; today 
there is one solitary man. Obviously 


the new refinery will not. in the first 
instance, do much to help the situation. 
as, of the 330 to be employed at least 
half will be specialists who are being 
or have been transferred from the othe! 
Esso refinery at Fawley, Hants. But 
everyone hopes that before long, Milford 
will follow the example of Fawley and 
develop all the many by-products which 
that refinery produces. 

Fresh industries will then open up. and 
the district will really start to become 
industrialized. Some wonder if coal will 
ever be mined on a large scale in the 
area. There is a substantial belt of 
anthracite running across the centre of

few independents have had vehicles on 
hire. At the peak, Western Welsh oper- 
ated 32 vehicles a day to the refinery. 
Fourteen from Milford, four from Ney- 
land and four from Haverfordwest, via 
Tiers Cross, were stage carriages and ten 
were on contract; there were also two 
journeys for office workers. 

Now the stage specials number eight 
from Milford, three from Haverfordwest, 
via Tiers Cross. There are three contract 
vehicles, the two journeys for the office 
staff and a 7 a.m. run for cleaners. In 
addition, when the construction gangs 
work what is called a half-shift and finish 
at 8 p.m., anything from three to eighteen 
additional buses are needed. 

The awkward part of this is that the 
contractors are not able to tell the bus 
office at Haverfordwest exactly what is 
needed until about 3.30 p.m. on the day. 
as everything depends on the weather 
and the rate of progress. This, of course. 
often means a great search for crews but 
an Esso spokesman told me that Western 
Welsh had surmounted such difficulties 
magnificently. For the opening day. 18 


coaches were supplied by the company 
to carry the guests from Milford Station. 
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miserably small affair, holding only five 
cars or three cars and a lorry. A new 
one was then bought, and this is a great 
improvement as 17 or 18 vehicles can be 
accommodated, but it still provides a ser- 
vice approximately every half-hour only.

The bridge connecting the pontoon at 
Neyland with the shore has a weight 
limit of five tons gross, so that no large 
vehicles can be carried across.

It also greatly 
strengthened the company’s position 
south of the Haverfordwest-Carmarthen 
trunk road, A40. 


Western Welsh first came into th® 
district in 1929 as successors to the 
G.W.R.. who for many years worked

of Laugharne, gave them a 
direct all-the-year-round _ ser- 
vice to Tenby, via Red Roses. 
No further acquisitions took 
place until Greens’ business 
was bought. 

Greens’ Motors, Ltd.—the 
parent of Greens’ Transport 
(Haverfordwest), Ltd.—started 
business in July, 1919, when 
it took over the garage 
business of the Green family, 
long established in the town 
as ironmongers. Bus services were 
Started in 1921 with a one-ton Ford, on 
solid tyres and with a brake body, run- 
ning three times a day to Milford Haven. 
At the time of the transfer to Western 
Welsh, the Green fleet numbered 45, 20 
of them double-deckers. Only two of the 
double-deckers now remain in the 
Western Welsh fleet at Haverfordwest 

The acquisition gave Western Welsh a 
Haverfordwest-Tenby service, and a local 
service between Tenby and Saundersfoot. 
and got them into Pembroke Dock for 
the first time with two journeys a day 
on Wednesdays and Saturdays. The 
Haverfordwest-Fishguard service com- 
pleted the triangle Haverfordwest-S: 
David’s-Fishguard, and _ justified the 
opening of a new depot at Fishguard on 
August 31, 1959, to supplement that at 
St. David's opened in 1954. More relevant 
to this article, all the services between 
Haverfordwest and the northern shore 
of Milford Haven passed to them. the 
consolidation being completed when the 
Harries and Prendergast services to 
Broad-Haven and to Milford. via Tiers 
Cross. were added. 

Except for some adjustments on the 
Tenby and Saundersfoot routes, Greens’ 
timetables have largely been retained 
including, I notice, the anomaly that a 
passenger from Haverfordwest to Ney- 
land who cannot travel on the few 
occasions when there is a direct bus just 
misses a connection at Milford—but 
perhaps they do not interpret the time- 
tables too literally! 

The biggest change has been on the 
Milford-Hubberston route, which was 
served by Greens only five times a day. 
(eight on Saturday) and had no Sundav 
service. Because of Esso the service is 
now half-hourly with extras. and there 
are also five journeys on Sundays. 

Thirty minutes (plus extras) is also the 
normal weekday service between Haver- 
fordwest and Milford. The former 
Harries service. via Tiers Cross, gives an 
alternative on certain days. An hourly 
service, with extras. is given between 
Milford Haven and Neyland, and the 
latter is connected with Haverfordwest 
p7 
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via either Johnston or Rosemarket, about 
10 times a day. 

On four days a week it is possible to 
travel from Haverfordwest to Burton 
Ferry, while Llangwm, which is farther 
up the estuary towards Haverfordwest, 
has nine journeys a day from the county 
town, 13 on Saturdays, but no Sunday 
service. A journey of nine minutes 
connects Neyland with Hazelbeach five 
times a day (seven on Saturdays). At 
Milford, in addition to the Hubberston 
service, there are also local routes serving 
Pill and Hakin. 

The West Wales area of Western 
Welsh was formerly controlled from 
Carmarthen, but the growth of the com- 
pany’s business in Pembrokeshire has 
caused the removal of the area office to 
Haverfordwest, where Mr. R. C. Maunder 
(formerly at Pontypool) is now in charge. 
Carmarthen is the centre of a sub-area. 
The fleet in Pembrokeshire numbers 35 
single-deckers and 28 double-deckers at 
Haverfordwest, six single-deckers at 
Fishguard and 10 single-deckers and three 
Jouble-deckers at St. David's. 


One-man Buces 


Of the single-deckers at Haverfordwest, 
six are Albion Nimbus and there are two 
more Albions at St. David's and one at 
Fishguard. One-man buses have been 
widely adopted by the company as the 
answer to the problem of unremunerative 
services. 

The problem has been particularly 
acute in south Pembrokeshire, as 98 per 
cent. of Greens’ mileage was on stage 
work and, through past history, there 
were many anomalies in their fares struc- 
ture. Some of these still remain because 
of railway competition. For instance, 
the Goodwick-Tenby (a round trip of 72 
miles) day return, which was only 5s. in 
1955, is still only Ss. 4d. The service 
from Haverfordwest to St. David’s and 
Fishguard must have their conductors, 
but the other trunk services (Haverford- 
west to Carmarthen and to Tenby, St. 
David's to Fishguard and Goodwick to 
Cardigan) are all worked now by one- 
man 43-44-seaters. 

The services to Dale are licensed for 
one-man operation and this will be intro- 
duced as soon as vehicles are available. 
Near Dale is a naval station at Kete to 
which a contract vehicle is run on 
Saturday morning, but this will soon cease 
as the station is closing. It seemed at 
one time as if traffic to and from Brawdy 
Fleet Air Arm station on the St. David's 
road would almost fade out but, latterly, 
since the Admiralty reduced its payments 
for the use of private cars, there has 
been a welcome revival. _At present the 
Western Welsh fleet. at Haverfordwest 
has to make do with a place called 
Marsh Yard (formerly in Greens’ owner- 
ship) which possesses inadequate office 
accommodation and very little covered 
space for the vehicles. There are plans 
for new buildings, but these will be 
affected by the line of a by-pass which 
will go right through the site. The local 


authorities at Haverfordwest and Milford 

Haven have plans for bus stations. 
Turning now to the area south of the 
pds 
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Haven, this (with the exception of the 
twice-weekly ex-Green service to 
Pembroke Dock) is entirely in the hands 
of W. L. Silcox and-Son, who consoli- 
dated their position by buying in 1959 
the business of D. J. Morrison, of Tenby. 
Mr. Morrison opened a garage at Tenby 
in 1921, started stage services in 1927, 
and 10 years later bought Grey Garages, 
Ltd., whose name he retained for his 
touring side. The Morrison fleet 
numbered 19 at the time of the transfer. 


Out of Cycles 

Like Greens’ the Silcox business grew 
out of a cycle shop. Mr. W. H. Silcox 
ran taxis after the 1914-18 war and in 
1932 entered the stage-carriage field by 
buying the services and eight buses of 
John Ford. In 1948, his son, Mr. L. W. 
Silcox, who had obtained a degree in 
engineering, bought the two buses of 
E. Jones, which were operated under the 
fleet name of Pioneer Bus_ Service 
between Pembroke and Pembroke Dock. 

W. L. Silcox and Son is still a private 
partnership. Mr. Silcox, Senr., looks 
after the public garage and car sales side. 
while Mr. L. W. Silcox is, in effect, 
general manager of the bus section. The 
Silcox fleet consists of 40 vehicles. six of 
which are at present out of service. The 
active list consists of 10 single-deck buses 
(eight Bristol, one A.E.C. and one Guy). 
12 double-deck buses (six Bristol, two 
Leyland and four Guy) and 12 coaches 
(eight Leyland, three A.E.C. and one 
Guy). The off-service vehicles are three 
single-deckers (Leyland, Bristol and 
A.E.C.) and three double-deck Bristols. 
The Morrison take-over has led to an 
extraordinary economy in vehicles as 
Silcox are now doing with 40 vehicles the 
work for which the two firms indepen- 
dently needed a total of 55. An office is 
maintained in Trafalgar Street, Tenby, 
and six vehicles are garaged in that town 
in the winter and 12 in summer. 

The amalgamation has, of course, led 
to some revision of services, as the com- 
panies had some mileage in common, but 
there has not been as much change as 
one might expect. For instance, Morrison 
had a service from Tenby to Jameston, 
via Manorbier, and Silcox one from 


Pembroke Dock to Manorbier, via 
Jameston, but these are still worked 
separately. It would baffle anyone to 


describe lucidly the working of most of 
the Silcox. services, because completely 
regular headways and even consistent 
daily routes are almost impossible. 

There are violent fluctuations of traffic, 
both during the day and between seasons. 
As far as I can see from a close study of 
time-tables, Silcox have not withdrawn 

m more than a few short lengths of 
road during the past five years and, in 
fact, there seem to be one or two extra 
connections. 

Silcox carry a great number of service- 
men, although the naval base at 
Pembroke Dock is not as important as it 
once was. Both the Army and the 
R.A.F. have large establishments, and in 
the summer months as many as 3,000 
men may be in training at Castlemartin, 
with a consequently large demand at the 
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week-ends for transport to Tenby and 
other places of interest. 

Express services for the forces are run, 
as required, from Pembroke Dock and 
Manorbier to Birmingham and Manp- 
chester. On Sundays throughout the 
year a coach leaves Pembroke Dock at 
7.45 a.m. (summer) or 6.45 (winter) 
to connect with an Associated Motor- 
ways coach for Cheltenham at Tenby, 
Only pre-booked passengers are carried, 
In the reverse direction the 9.0 p.m. ex 
Tenby waits, if necessary, for the coach 
from Cheltenham. 

There are two other journeys on 
Sundays between Pembroke Dock and 
Tenby, two between Tenby and Amroth 
and a few to Manorbier. But apart from 
these no Silcox services appear to be 
worked on winter Sundays. There are 
not many more journeys on summer 
Sundays either, except between Tenby, 
Narberth and Whitland. Such Sunday 
services as are run (except the Pembroke 
Dock-Tenby one) have been inherited 
from the Morrison régime. 

Mr. Morrison’s operations differed 
greatly from Silcox’s, as all his services 
were daily and he had no short town or 
suburban routes. Silcox do a consider- 
able business in day and half-day tours, 
and make a point of describing the 
principal places seen on each tour in a 
neatly produced pamphlet. 


B.P. Tanker Terminal 


Well to the west of Pembroke Dock is 
Angle Bay, on the east side of which 
B.P. have established a tanker terminal. 
This project is quite different from the 
Esso establishment on the opposite shore 
of the Haven. B.P.’s problem was to gel 
crude oil to the Llandarcy refinery near 
Swansea in view of the trend to ever- 
larger tankers. Milford Haven possessed 
deep enough water at all tides to carry 
anything afloat, so B.P. bought a disused 
fort at Popton Point on the north-eastern 
tip of Angle Bay and a stretch of land 
down to Kilpaison at the south-eastern 
corner of the bay. 

A jetty, sticking out into the Haven 
and similar to the Esso one, provides a 
berth for the tankers, which discharge 
into pipes leading to storage tanks it 
Kilpaison. Here the oil is kept until it 
is needed at Llandarcy, to which place it 
flows through a 60-mile pipeline. B.P.’s 
purchase of a coastal strip has not 
deprived visitors of access to Angle Bay, 
and every care is being taken to protect 
the amenities of the neighbourhood, 

At the peak of construction about a 
thousand men were employed on the sile 
and Silcox were running eight specials a 
day, but the completed installation will 
only need about 50 men to work it, se 
that the demand on local transport will 
not be great. 

Silcox’s bus depot is at Waterloo, 1} 
miles from Pembroke Dock, where they 
do all the engineering work for the pri- 
vate-car section as well as the buses. 
They specialize in bodywork. Their 
policy is generally to buy second-hand 
vehicles and, if necessary, to switch the 
bodies about or alter them to require: 
ments.

IMAGINATION 
Spells Success 


EN years ago, Michael McKenna 

was a driver employed by Lightfoot 

Bros., a Liverpool haulage com- 
pany. Today, in partnership with his 
wife, he owns a fleet of modern multi- 
wheelers based in Liverpool and has 
additional transport interests in South 
Wales and a_ garage business in 
Liverpool. 

This remarkable achievement is the 
more noteworthy in that it has been 
accomplished virtually without borrowed 
capital, and the company, Michacl 
McKenna, Ltd., remains a completely 
independent entity. 

At the end of 1950 Mr. McKenna pur- 
chased his first vehicle, a 1939 Bedford 
S-tonner on A _ licence, from A, J. 
Thomas of Liverpool, using his army 
gratuity and the whole of his savings 
in launching the business. By _ hard 
work, drive, effective maintenance and 
repairs, Mr. McKenna quickly expanded 
the goodwill of the company. despite 
the 25 miles restriction then imposed by 
nationalization. Customers at that time 
included the Ministry of Food. the Shell 
Mex-B.P.. Lever Bros. and Read com- 
panies, 


Early Expansion 

Nine months later he was able to 
purchase an ex-army G.M.C. 8-tonner 
from B. Carragher, Liverpool, and in 
1951 Mr. McKenna successfully applied 
tor two additional A-licensed vehicles and 
trailers, Second-hand vehicles, a Leyland 
and a Foden, were purchased, each of 
8 tons capacity with 10-ton trailers. 

The next addition was a B-licensed 
vehicle based in Wallasey, with a con- 
dition of “ general goods, 10 miles.” This 
vas followed immediately after 
derationalization by the acquisition of 


a practically new eight-wheeler from 
British Road Services 

On the removal of restrictions M1 
McKenna started a, London trunk ser- 
vice with two vehicles, but after a few 
weeks was asked to carry regular loads 
of tinplate to Liverpool from South 
Wales. An additional long-distance 
vehicle, a Bedford articulated outfit, was 
acquired, and the company began to 
specialize on the South Wales night trunk 
service. Originally to Swansea, with a 
driver's changeover point at Skewen, the 
service developed two further legs—to 
Cardiff and to west Wales, changing over 
at Carmarthen 
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A Foden eight-wheeler, laden 
with cartons of canned meats, 
being sheeted outside the pro- 
cess factory before departing 
on its journey. The McKenna 
concern have a number of 
vehicles of this type.

ihe next move was to modernize the 
fleet and four of the existing vehicles 
were replaced by Foden eight-wheelers. 
Up to this point, development had been 
financed out of profits, and at the end 
of 1954 the opportunity arose to acquirc 
a five-vehicle B.R.S. unit at the 
Studhoime Street depot, Liverpool. The 
unit was taken over complete witli 
drivers, and after the vehicles (A.E.C 
cight-wheelers) had been given a con 
plete overhaul they were used to 
supplement the South Wales trunk ser- 
loading outwards with general 
goods and returning with tinplate and 
steel. 

Some years were spent in consolida- 
tion and then, in 1958, a substitution 
vehicle, on B licence, was granted for 
use when vehicles were off the road for 
repair and maintenance. The current 
vehicle strength comprises 11 A-licensed 
heavy vehicles engaged on a_ nightly 
trunk service from Merseyside to Wales, 
two special eight-whcel vans on A licence

The company are shorily to com- 
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operating a nightly trunk service io 
London and two similar special vans 
working a daily service to Birmingham. 
Another A licence vehicle is available to 
cover requirements outside the regular 
routes. In addition there is a compact 
fleet of B licence vehicles engaged in 
local haulage. 

As early as 1952, Michael McKenna, 
Ltd., in association with the South Wales 
Haulage and Warehousing Co., Ltd., of 
which Mr. McKenna is a director, opened 
a depot at Bridgend Trading Estate, with 
offices, workshops and locally employed 
drivers and staff. This company operate 
two A licence eight-wheelers mainly on 
work for the Steel Company of Wales, 
for whom four additional multi-wheelers 
were provided on contract-A licence in 
1954. Two of these vehicles are tankers 
engaged on a shuttle service, carrying 
lime slurry between Barry and Port 
Talbot. Two reserve tanks are available 
and can be carried on platform vehicles 
in emergencies. Six further articulated 
outfits are being added this year for the 
carriage of steel from Port Talbot to 
Birmingham; these will also operate 
under contract-A licence. This Bridgend 
depot is now the control point for all 
McKenna vehicles working into south 
and west Wales and also for those 
vehicles of another associated company. 
Murphy Brothers (Transport Division). 
Lid., of Leicester. 


The original McKenna depot in Liver- 


pool is a yard at Luton Street, with a 
fitting shop and parking space for 30 
heavy vehicles. Administration — is 
carried out from 28 Chapel Street, 
Liverpool. 


New Premises 

All the activities of the company will 
shortly be under one roof with the com- 
pletion of a spacious new depot at the 
junction of Parliament Street and 
Jamaica Street, Liverpool. Built to Mr. 
McKenna’s own design, with a floor space 
of 200 ft. by 75 ft., there are two storeys 
—the ground floor containing workshops. 
a garage, illuminated pits, panel greasing 
bays. vehicle showrooms, toilets and so 
on. The upper floor will contain stores, 
offices and a machine shop equipped 
with monorail electric hoists. A filling 
station is sited on the ground floor and 
McKenna’s will provide a 24-hour petrol, 
diesel and commercial vehicle repair 
service in an area where these facilities 
are urgently required. 

Continuing his policy of keeping the 
company completely independent, Mr. 
McKenna decided that the new garage 
would operate under the name of 
McKenna Garages. When fully equipped, 
the building and equipment will be valued 
at £40,000. It is Mr. McKenna’s inten- 
tion to devote his time to vehicle sales, 
service and garage activities, while the 
transport manager, Mr. F. G. Woods, will 
be responsible for the haulage side of the 
business,

overhaul every 11 months but a full 
inspection system is in operation prior to 
each vehicle leaving for a trunk journey. 

A new venture, in collaboration with 
Kraft Foods, Ltd., has been the contri- 
bution of specially built roller-floor type 
eight-wheel vans for palletized traffic. 
Two platform vehicles were converted in 
1957 to carry the varied Kraft products 
but, as it was unsuitable to stack loaded 
pallets one on top of the other, there was 
a loss of carrying capacity. A maximum 
of 10 tons could be loaded whereas the 
vehicles could carry 16 tons by bulk 
loading. But in order to encourage 
palletization the difference in revenue was 
shared between the two companies. 

In 1959, Kraft opened a new depot 
at East Kilbride, near Glasgow, and 
Michael McKenna, Ltd., demonstrated 
new methods of unloading in which 
10-ton loads on pallets were actually 
discharged in 15 minutes compared with 
two hours if bulk loaded. Mr. 
Chamberlain, transport manager, then 
proposed two-tier loading by the erection 
of two sets of rollers inside vans. Original 
drawings made by Mr. Chamberlain 
and Mr. McKenna were subsequently 
this means the loaded 
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pallets were kept separate and, as the 
upper tier rollers did not extend across 
the vehicles, a fork lift truck was able 
to operate in the gangways. Each upper 
tier pallet rested on its own movable 
platform and could be pushed into place 

The new vehicles were Foden eight. 
wheelers, fitted with Gardner LX engines, 
12-speed gearboxes, air brakes and eight. 
foot axles to prevent sway. The roller. 
floored bodies were fitted by James 
Cocker (Southport), Ltd. 

Extensive and successful trials then 
took place first to Kraft’s Manchester 
depot, then to East Kilbride and then 
to all Kraft branches in the United 
Kingdom. Loads were found to be in 
perfect condition. These special vehicles 
are able to carry maximum loads of 
Kraft products and operate the nightly 
trunk service to London. 

The McKenna company have recently 
consolidated their licences and tidied up 
normal user and B conditions by putting 
all the vehicles in each group under one 
licence. Between 1958 and 1959 traffic 
increased by more than 2,000 tons and 
the barometer seems set fair for the con- 
tinued success of this go-ahead Norther 
enterprise where service to the custome: 
has always been of first importance. 





More Details About Manchester Computer 


ORE details have now been released 
about a machine that can calculate 
a Transport Department payroll at 
the rate of 1,500 totals per hour, taking 
into account the department’s 1,800 
instructions. This is to be employed by 
the Manchester Corporation (The 
Commercial Motor, September 9). 
Although its initial cost is £45,000 it will 
effect important economies, saving many 
thousands of hours of laborious clerical 
work. The electronic computer will be 
operated by the City Treasurer’s Depart- 
ment on a wide variety of work, as well 
as that of the transport department. 
I:C.T. electronic equipment has been 
used in the Corporation’s punched card 
system since 1957. At present the larger 
Type 555 Calculator is being supple- 
mented by the Type 1202 Computer. 
which has just been installed. The 
machines are divided between four 
rooms. 


Five Tabulators 

All the basic information for transfe: 
to punched cards is sent to the punch 
room, and in the tabulator room the 
cards are processed. The latter section 
contains five large tabulators which 
basically “add and print.” Smaller 
machines are provided for reproducing 
punched information, sorting, collating 
and interpreting. 

The Type 555 Calculator is a machine 
which works in very close conjunction 
with the main tabulator room, perform- 
ing 150 mathematical processes on 6,000 
cards an hour. The calculator will ulti- 
mately deal with 10,000 weekly wages a 
week. Additional calculations of gradu- 


ated contributions to the National 
Pensions Scheme after April, 1961, will 
not slow it down. 

The new computer consists of five units 
linked together to operate as a single 
system. The electronic unit is the basic 
equivalent of the Type 555 Calculator, 
but has greater flexibility in operation. 
Incorporated is a drum unit coated with 
magnetic material on which can be stored 
40,096 unit figures. The tabulator unit 
incorporates the card reader and the print 
output. The infe~mation processed in 
the computer is punched into the cards 


Over 6,000 Employees 

Manchester Corporation Transport 
has over 6,000 employees working 
virtually 24 hours a day, 365 days a year. 
Input to the computer is to be on cards. 
which will have been marked by depot 
clerks to show the daily hours worked 
The computer will in one run calculate 
the hours payable, making all the 
necessary adjustments for guaranteed 
minimum week, and then make the cash 
calculations, producing the detailed 
payroll. 

Transfer of the whole of the transport 
department payroll to the computer 1s 
expected to take place before April |. 
1961, as well as ticket, salary, outstanding 
debt, and other calculations, Before i! 
finally comes into use, representatives 0! 
the employees will be shown how the 
machine works.

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A Closed Shop for 
Licensing Authorities ? 


Ministry Policy Seems to Have Veered Towards 
the Appointment of Civil Servants to These Posts

AS the post of chairman of Traffic 

Commissioners and Licensing 
Authority become a Civil Service 
preserve? Why are vacancies no longer 
advertised? 

These questions are being asked by 
interested parties, following the recent 
news that Mr. W. P. James, who holds 
the positions in the West Midland Traffic 
Area, is to retire at the end of the year. 

Disquiet has been caused during the 
past few years, as vacancy after vacancy 
has been filled without advertisement for 
suitable candidates. Although there is 
no statutory requirement to do so, many 
people think that the wholesale appoint- 
ment of Civil Servants to these positions, 
without consideration of other equally 
qualified persons, is not only unfair but 
against the interests of road transport 
generally. 

The forthcoming retirement of Mr. 
James makes the question topical, for a 
continuance of selection in this way 
would indicate that there has been a 
complete change of Ministry of Trans- 
port policy since the initial appointments, 
when persons from all walks of life were 
chosen. The trend has made itself 
apparent in recent appointments, and 
it is interesting to recall the background 
of the existing chairmen, in geographical 
order, 

Scottish Area: Mr. W. F. Quin, a former 
trade union officer and Deputy 
Regional Commissioner for Civil 
Defence, succeeded Mr. A. Henderson 
in 1948 after he accepted an appoint- 
ment with British Road Services on 
nationalization. Mr. Ivo Townsend, 
Scottish Deputy Licensing Authority, is 
a retired clerk to the Scottish Traffic 
Commissioners and, although techni- 
cally deputy, is practically autono- 
mous in North Scotland. He succeeded 
Mr. Alex Robertson, also a former 
clerk to the Scottish Traffic Commis- 
sioners, in September. 

Northern Area: Mr. J. A. T. Hanlon, a 
barrister, succeeded Mr. S. W. Nelson 
when he was transferred to the Western 
Traffic Area in 1952. 

North Western: Mr. F. Williamson was 
a deputy clerk to the North Western 
Traffic Commissioners in 1939, before 
going to Ministry headquarters in 
London, first for work in the wartime 
Ports Division, then to take a hand in 
shaping the Transport Act, 1947. He 
successfully applied to succeed Mr. 
W. E. Macve when he resigned to join 
B.R.S. 

Yorkshire Area: Maj. F. S. Eastwood, 
an ex-Army officer and transport con- 

sultant, was appointed in 1939. 


East Midland Area: Mr. C. R. Hodgson. 
a barrister, was originally appointed to 
South Wales, and succeeded Mr. A. G. 
Curtis in 1958. Mr. Curtis is a former 
assistant secretary of the Ministry's 
Establishment Division and his original 
appointment was not advertised. 

West Midland Area: Mr. James, who 
was also a Civil Servant, was trans- 
ferred from Ministry headquarters. 

Wales: Mr. Curtis, was appointed Trans- 
port Commissioner for Wales in 1958 
and transferred from the East Mid- 
lands. His duties do not include 
licensing. 

South Wales Area: Mr. Idris Owen is a 
former clerk to the South Wales Traffic 
Commissioners, and was promoted to 
succeed Mr. Hodgson in 1958, at a 
lower salary than had previously apper- 
tained, on the ground that he would 
not be Regional Transport Commis- 
sioner in an emergency—a_ position 
which would be filled by Mr. Curtis. 

Eastern Area: Mr. W. P. S. Ormond is 
another transfer from Ministry head- 
quarters without advertisement. 

Western Area: Mr. Nelson was clerk to 
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the West Midland Traffic Commis- 

sioners before the war and returned to 

Ministry headquarters after service in 

Malaya before succeeding Sir John 

Maxwell in the Northern Traffic Area, 

and later transferring to the West. 

Metropolitan Area: Mr. D. 1. R. Muir 
was an assistant secretary to the 
Ministry of Transport before succeed- 
ing Brig. R. J. O. Dowse. Mr. C. J. 
Macdonald, Metropolitan Deputy 
Licensing Authority, was an assistant 
ecretary in the Ministry. His previous 
application for the appointment in the 
Scottish Traffic Area, on Mr. Hender- 
son’s appointment to B.R.S., was 
rejected by the then Permanent Secre- 
tary on the ground that there were 
“already too many Civil Servants in 
these posts.” 

South Eastern Area: Mr. H. J. Thom, a 
former Indian Civil Servant, succeeded 
Mr. Trevor Morgan, K.C., in South 
Wales, and later transferred to the 
South East on the retirement of Mr. 
G. Tucker. 

Only the appointments of Mr. Quin, 
Mr. Hanlon, Mr. Williamson, Maj. East- 
wood and Mr. Hodgson were advertised. 

This survey lends force to the conten- 
tion that recently Ministry policy has 
been towards making the office of chair- 
man of Traffic Commissioners and 
Licensing Authority a Civil Service 
monopoly, and to bar outsiders whose 
experience of transport, law and traffic- 
court procedure, or of public affairs in 
general, makes them eminently suitable 
for consideration. There is no complaint 
against personalities, but only against the 
principle of selection in this manner. 





Curiouser and Curiouser 


EWIS CARROLL would have loved 

this curious tractor for launching 
gliders. It has a Commer TS3 oil engine, 
reputed to develop 120 b.h.p., mounted 
above the rear axle.

HEN examining the operations of a large

Local deliveries are made from the 
breweries and from 24 distribution depots, covering almost 
the entire country. To meet the pressing needs of expan- 


sion, several distribution depots will be centralized if 


facilities are available. 

Sub-depots are opened in summer at _ Blackpool, 
Canterbury and Haywards Heath. The distribution centres 
are used for storage only, but there are bottling plants 
at Cardiff, Plymouth, Llandudno and Oxford. 

Ales brewed at Burton-on-Trent include Double 
Diamond and John Bull, whilst Skol is produced at the 
lager breweries. Reciprocal agreements with other com- 
panies for the sale of Ind Coope ales involve * extraneous ” 
deliveries in Ind Coope vehicles, which applies also to 
loads destined for customers’ bottling plants. 

Most deliveries from distribution centres to public 
houses are made in Morris 5-ton platform vehicles, 
powered by the manufacturers’ 5.1-litre oil engine. A few 
Morris 10-cwt. vans are used for emergency delivery of 
part-loads. 

Of the 820 vehicles in the group fleet, 325 are 5-tonners. 
Accurate planning enables spot deliveries by van, which is 
relatively costly, to be reduced to a minimum. Some 
vehicles are used for delivering beer in bulk from the

breweries to distribution centres and customers’ 
bottling plants. They are 10-ton semi-trailer 
tankers with a capacity of 50 barrels and hauled 
by Leyland Comet tractors: 90-barrel tankers 
based on E.R.F. eight-wheeled chassis; and 75- 
barrel tankers mounted on Albion chassis. The 
larger vehicles are used mainly for round-the- 
clock trunk runs in two shifts. 

Flexibility is achieved by 
barrel tanks, which are loaded on 5-ton platform 
vehicles. Transporting ale in small tanks is more 
economical than using hogsheads as_ labour 
charges are reduced for washing-out. One 14- 
barrel load is equivalent to 10 hogsheads of ale. 

In Burton-on-Trent the public-house delivery 
fleet numbers 60 vehicles, and each covers, on 
average, 350 miles a week. At Romford 66 vehicles are 
delivering to public houses, and there will shortly be a 
further 49 lorries to cater for additional requirements 
resulting from a take-over. The 26 delivery vehicles at 
Westerham are employed in transporting draught and 
bottled beers from Burton-on-Trent and Rornford. 

Local deliveries from the Watford depot are carried out 
by 47 Commer 7-tonners, equipped with the makers’ two- 
stroke engine. These are the only standard public-house 
delivery vehicles in the fleet which are not of Morris 
manufacture.

Rail Not Acceptable 

Whilst most of the raw materials are brought to Burton- 
on-Trent by rail, this form of transport is used only for 
carrying a small percentage of outgoing tratlic and addi- 
tional loads during peak periods. The staff of the traffic 
department say that the railways have yet to prove that 
they can provide an efficient service at an acceptable rate. 

In terms of average output of the group, the tonnage 
of bottled beer carried is substantially higher than that 
of draught beer in casks. When forecasting transport 
requirements for the summer season, an accurate estimate 
of the ratio of bottled beer to draught beer is desirable. 
This is because the same vehicle capacity is required for

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carrying 72 gallons of bottled beer and 180 gallons of 
draught beer, both consignments being equivalent to a 
I-ton load. 

Accurate forecasts of the tonnage of canned beer to be 
distributed over a busy period are also important. 
Measured in gallons per ton loaded, canned beer is com- 
parable with casked beer, but has the advantage that the 
cans do not have to be returned. At peak periods, therefore, 
hired vehicles carry canned beer in preference to other 
loads. 

Route schedules of the tanker drivers are closely co- 
ordinated with brewery requirements to eliminate wasteful 
running. Two examples may be mentioned to show how 
typical 11-hour working days of Burton-on-Trent drivers 
are organized. 

On one run, the driver takes an empty 50-barrel articu- 
lated tanker to Wrexham, and returns to Burton-on-Trent 
with a loaded trailer, a total distance of 140 miles. On a 
second trip with the same tractor, he drives a loaded semi- 
trailer to Burslem, in the Potteries, and returns with a 
semi-trailer of empties, adding a further 66 miles to the 
total. All tanker operations are based on an average of 
22.5 m.p.h. 

In another case, a Burton-on-Trent tractor driver delivers 
an empty 50-barrel tanker to the brewery in Wrexham, 
and takes a full tanker 29 miles to Liverpool. The driver 
returns with an empty unit to Wrexham and hauls a full

tanker to Burton-on-Trent, thus cover- 
ing some 188 miles in the day. 

As an example of round-the-clock 
trunk runs, two 90-barrel rigid tankers 
cover two return trips in 24 hours 
from Burton-on-Trent to Romford. 
Laden on the outward run, the tankers 
are unloaded by production-depart- 
ment staff and returned to base, laden 
or unladen. The vehicles are handled 
by four drivers in the period. 

Pallet loading and _ mechanical 
handling are applied to all traffic 
originating at the Romford and 

Watford depots and to a major part of the Burton-on- 
Trent traffic. New buildings are nearing completion at 
Romford, and when mechanical handling methods have 
been reorganized to take full advantage of the facilities 
offered, this centre will be one of the most modern transport 
depots in the country. 

At the Burton-on-Trent bottling stores, all canned beer 
is loaded on standard pallets, which are handled by battery- 
electric or oil-engined fork-lift trucks. The latter type is 
used only outside the buildings, because of exhaust fumes. 

Pallet loading is applied also to bottled beer if the 
complete load is destined for a single public house, and 
experiments are being made with special cases which may 
enable mechanical handling to be employed for part loads. 
In a typical multi-drop run, pallets cannot be used, as 
cases have to be loaded in route-delivery order. 


The Morris 5-ton chassis and cabs of the public-house 
delivery fleets have special platform bodies, built to the 
design of Ind Coope technicians. Platforms measure 16 ft. 
6 in, by 7 ft., and are equipped with stanchions and chains. 
Keruwin hardwood is used. This combines resilience with 


a hard surface. The layout of the body members allows 
flexibility to accommodate chassis flexing. 

Other features include 3-in. chock rails, and longitudinal 
floor planks, which increase the strength of the structure. 
Timber is preferred to light-alloy materials, because it

wooden floor is safer for loading. 

The normal life between replacements of the oil-engined 
§-tonners is eight years, whilst the few petrol-engined ver- 
sions in the fleet last only five years. 

Based on Scammell frames, the 10-ton semi-trailers have 
reinforced centre members and additional outriggers. The 
platforms measure 25 ft. by 7 ft. and have hardwood floors. 
Parts of old Scammell 25-ft. semi-trailers are used for con- 
structing vehicles for the company’s works fleet. 

Cradles of Ind Coope design are fitted to the 50-barrel 
articulated tankers, which reduce distortion of the tank 
shell by providing improved distribution of loading stresses. 

Most tanks have two or three stainless-steel compart- 
ments also of Ind Coope design, and are insulated with 
2-in. Onozote and pressurized to 30 p.s.i. This ensures 
that a constant temperature is maintained for 24 hours to 
within 3° F. of the original temperature. The tanks 
of the maximum-load eight-wheelers have two stainless- 
steel compartments with similar insulation, and are 
equipped with an extended outlet, which eliminates dirt 
accumulation. 

The E.R.F. chassis are powered by Gardner 6LX oil 
engines and are fitted with power steering and automatic 
lubrication systems. There are three independent braking 
systems. Air-pressure retardation is applied to all wheels, 
in addition to which there is a conventional hand-brake 
system and a foot-controlled type operating on the whee's 
of the second leading axle. 

A policy of preventive maintenance is applied to all 
vehicles, and overhauls are carried out in the company’s 
workshops. Regular servicing includes vehicle examina- 
tion and greasing at 1,000-mile intervals, oil changing at 
2,000 miles and docking at 5,000 miles to change filters, 
lest injection equipment and so on. Castrolite oil is used 
throughout the year. 

Tyres are checked daily by the driver and by a 
mechanic every Saturday. Inspections are made periodic- 
ally by representatives of the tyre companies. All trailers 
are equipped with Michelin X tyres, from which favourable 
mileages are obtained. 

Engine and chassis components are stripped for inspec- 
tion and, if necessary, reconditioned every four years. The 
5-tonners complete 100,000 miles in this period, whilst the 
larger vehicles cover between 150,000 and 175,000 miles. 
Normal life of vehicles with a capacity in excess of 7 tons 
is 8-10 years. Although the larger vehicles are in’ opera- 


tion for the entire 24 hours of the day, average vehicle 
availability is better than 98 per cent.

strongly with the experience of 
some other operators. Accurate 
records have shown that tyre 
wear and fuel consumption of 
the larger vehicles running on 
M1 are comparable with those 
obtained on other routes. Brake- 
lining wear is reduced by 40 per 
cent., and there is less wear of 
transmission components. Oil 
consumption is, however, 
doubled 

The safety factor for articu- 
lated vehicles is considered to be 
higher. All “artic” drivers receive special instruction 
and training in handling this type. 

Several vehicles are being used experimentally to assess 
their operational suitability. These include an Albion 
Claymore 5-tonner with underfloor engine, a Dodge 7- 
tonner, a Thames Trader 7-tonner, and E.R.F. and 
Thames tractors. The Albion Claymore has a commendable 
fuel consumption, and drivers appreciate the low cab- 
entrance step. Underfloor engines are not, however, parti- 
cularly suited to brewery work, because the power unit is 
vulnerable to damage by rolling casks. 

Bonuses for public-house delivery drivers and mates are 
payable weekly, the maximum being £2 Ss. The standard 
bonus factor is based on driving ability, but the scheme 
covers also loading and unloading, delivery to premises, 
reloading empties and roping down, Payments are pro- 
portionate to the overall time saved. An accident-free 
bonus is also paid to all drivers. 

A newcomer to the vehicle staff normally starts as a 
mate on a 5-tonner, and in time is offered a job as a driver. 
Later he may graduate to larger vehicles. Drivers are 
appointed by the traffic department, having been “ vetted ” 
by the transport department. Although the driver's duties 
are restricted to handling the vehicle and helping with

LICENSING AUTHORITY 
OPENS MARSHALL’S 


OVERING an area of 20,000 sq. ft., a 
new warehouse for A. R. Marshall 
and Sons (Bulwell), Ltd., Hucknell Lane, 
Bulwell, Nottingham, was _ officially 
opened on Saturday by Mr. C. R. 
Hodgson, the East Midland Licensing 
Authority. The warehouse increases the 
covered-in accommodation of the depot 
to over two acres, and the new building 
also provides additional offices for the 
administrative staff and a canteen for the 
staff and personnel. The site area of the 
depot is now greater than seven acres, 
and allows ample scope for expansion. 
Laid out to facilitate the use of fork- 
lift trucks, the warehouse building has a 
saw-toothed roof which is supported by 
only eight intermediate stanchions. The 
walls and unglazed sections of the roof 
are lined with fibre-board for heat 
insulation. 


Special Feature 


A special feature of the warehouse is a 
crane bay, equipped with an overhead 
3-ton travelling crane and a loading deck. 
Sliding doors at each end facilitate the 
throughput of vehicles during peak 
periods, goods for trans-shipment being 
unloaded from collection vehicles in a 
bay in line with the deck. Operations 
are controlled by a foreman in a raised 
office, with the aid of a _ loud-hailer 
system. The main warehousing section 
has two sliding doors in the side wall, 
opposite the crane bay. 

Following the take-over, in 1958, of 
B. Keetch (Hauliers), Ltd., and of the A- 
and B-licensed vehicles of J. Gamble 
(Transport), Ltd., early in 1960, the 
company’s fleet now numbers over 100 
vehicles. The covered-in area of 80,000 
sq. ft. compares with a total area in 
1954 of 10,000 sq. ft. Six Coventry 
Climax fork-lift trucks are employed on 
the site for handling palletized goods. -A 
substantial percentage of the goods is 
transported on pallets. 


14 Trunkers 

Specialists in shipping, warehousing 
and re-distribution, the company operates 
a fleet of 14 vehicles on regular trunk 
runs to a depot in Liverpool, on a three- 
shift system, mainly carrying goods for 
export. Nine vehicles run to a depot in 
London. Of the loads originating in the 
Nottingham area, a large proportion are 
collected at the company’s warehouses. 

A fleet of smaller B-licensed vehicles is 
continuously engaged in’ collection and 
delivery of goods within a radius of 
about 30 miles of Nottingham. Shunt 
drivers with an intimate knowledge of 
docks procedure handle the loads in 
Liverpool, London and Hull. The 
majority of trunk vehicles are of 
Atkinson manufacture; the fleet also 
includes Leylands, Albion and Ford 
Thames vehicles. 
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ULTRA CONSULTED 
THE EXPERT 


HERE previously six to eight men 

were employed for two hours 
unloading a delivery of cabinets, one 
man now handles the same quantity in 
20 minutes. 

This is a typical example of the 
standard of efficiency achieved by the 
employment of modern methods of 
handling, recently installed at the new 
30,000-sq.-ft. warehouse alongside the 
Gosport factory of Ultra Radio and 
Television, Ltd. The premises were 
shown to the Press on Tuesday. 

The factory was opened in 1955 with 
a nucleus of staff from the company’s 
factory at Western Avenue, Acton, which 
is now devoted entirely to electronics. 
The Gosport factory now employs 1,300 
persons, and cathode ray tubes and other 
components are unloaded mechanically 
and supplied to the assembly lines by 
overhead belts. 

The substantial output from the factory 
has necessitated a new approach to 
warehousing. The market, particularly 
for television, is seasonal and to achieve 
a constant flow of production the demand 
for some models has to be anticipated 
and summer manufacture continued. 

It is in line with this policy that the 
new warehouse has been built alongside 
the factory to store sets in controlled 
conditions with proper stock rotation 
maintained. Sets are transferred on 
stillages from the factory on an electric 
truck to the centre gangway of the ware- 
house. They are then unloaded by 


hydraulic lift and stored in bays leading 
off the gangway. Twenty or more differ- 
ent models may be in production at any 
one time and are stored in individual 
bays. 


When delivery to dealers is being 
undertaken, sets are dispatched to a pre. 
assembly area serving four covered 
loading bays. They are fed to this poin 
by an electrically operated conveyor bel 
which encircles the warehouse. Ap 
elaborate system of junctions and 
crossovers permits sets to be placed op 
the endless belt at any point. After 
checking at the pre-assembly area loads 
are made up and stacked into the com- 
pany’s vehicles, again by conveyor belt, 

With the opening of this new ware 
house, the company also decided to build 
up its own fleet of vehicles. Previously 
contract hire transport had been used 
exclusively. Twenty-four 5-ton Thames 
Trader chassis have already been 
obtained, and are fitted with specially 


designed 1,100-cu.-ft. aluminium bodies 
built by Arterial Bodies, Ltd., of 
Norwich. A_ blue and black colour 


scheme has been adopted, with the com 
pany’s name on the roof and side panels, 
Each vehicle is capable of carrying up 
to 240 television sets for distribution 
throughout England and Wales, whilst 
distribution depots are maintained ip 
Glasgow to serve Scotland and at Park 
Royal for the London area. 

Ultra’s transport manager, Mr. §. T. 
Alton, was consulted when the final lay- 
out of the warehouse, and the decision 
to set up a transport section, was being 
determined. His administrative staff of 
20 have offices in the warehouse facing 
the loading bays, whilst it is anticipated 
that facilities for washing, servicing and 
maintenance will be added. The driving 
staff at present number 45, and they can 
qualify for merit bonuses for accident 
free driving and cleanliness of vehicle. 
It is considered that in such a_ highly

UTS in the railway modernization 

programme, and strong hints of a 
complete reconsideration of the problem 
by a study group under the personal 
chairmanship of Mr. Marples, in addition 
to the activities of the Stedeford Com- 
mittee, were revealed in the debate in 
the Commons last week. 

On the modernization plan itself, Mr. 
Marples said that the maximum for 
expenditure on the railways would be 
£140m., compared with £160m. originally 
agreed for the coming year. For the 
British Transport Commission as a whole, 
there would be a ceiling of £175m. 
compared with £200m. in 1960. More 
information would be given in the White 
Paper on investment in the public sector, 
to be published at the end of the month.

He was not yet in a position to commit 
himself beyond 1961. There was a 
technical revolution in transport. he said, 
and plans had to be made accordingly. 
There would be no changes for the sake 
of change. and any changes made would 
be in the interests of the community as a 
whole, and not of any particular group. 

The Government, he said, had received 
a number of recommendations from the 
Stedeford Committee, and as soon as 
proposals had been formulated they 
would be placed before the House in the 
form of a White Paper.

Not “ Another Committee ” 


The new study group was not

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\WitH the introduction of rear-engined double-decker 
bus chassis, accompanied by the increased demand for 
front-entrance bodies on half-cab chassis, I was looking 
forward to seeing the coachbuilders departing from the 
present plain box-type bodies being built Sn double-decker 
bus chassis.

Renewal of Certificates 
Of Fitness 


N voicing complaints as to the requirements of vehicle 

examiners before re-issuing a Certificate of Fitness in 
respect of public service vehicles, Mr. A. G. Spiers (The 
Commercial Motor, October 21) is not only unfair, but 
is laying himself open to attack from other operators in 
his traffic area, who certainly do not share his views. 

The complaints made by Mr. Spiers were the subject of 
discussion at a meeting last Wednesday in Oxford, when the 
policy of this Association and the action taken were 
outlined. 

As a Statement of fact, operators of public service 
vehicles, and most certainly the Association, can unhesitat- 
ingly confirm that the certification of vehicles since 1930 
has raised the standard of fitness and the degree of safety 
of vehicles to such a level that the industry is now justly 
proud of its achievements and of its record. That level 
would be impossible to maintain without the fullest 
co-operation between operators and vehicle examiners. 
Common sense and a true realization by operators of the 
need for their vehicles to be maintained at a high standard 
of fitness may at times bring difficulties and give rise to 
some doubt, particularly as to the expense in preparing the 
vehicle for examination or of ultimate modifications 
deemed necessary by the examiner. 

The negligible number of complaints raised by members 
Over the years proves conclusively that the few difficulties 
that do arise are often encountered through misunder- 
standing, or perhaps too rigid an interpretation of the 
requirements laid down. Always, however, the underlying 
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principle of certifying officers and examiners is fitness anj 
safety, even if at times the procedure which they requir 
may appear to the operator to be unnecessary or too severe. 

Certifying officers or examiners in all traffic areas ar 
readily available for consultation, or to consider symp. 
thetically any special circumstances. Their sole duty—and 
it is a very important one—is to maintain a high standard 
of fitness for public service vehicles. Whilst their decision js 
final, subject to any appeal to the Minister, they are ready 
to hear and try to understand the problems and difficulties 
of operators who they know share a common policy—fi 
vehicles. Any attempt to lower that standard of fitnes, 
irrespective of the age of a vehicle, is a retrograde step and 
would do much harm to the industry.

It is my experience, 
as a driver, that most of the very slow hill-climbers are 
powered by one make of engine which, owing to its long 
life and reliability, is the firm favourite of many hauliers 
who are of the “ Old School” and can remember how this 
particular engine stood out from all others during the 
transition period from petrol and steam to diesel. 

Times, however, change, and now an engine of between 
five and six litres has nearly the same b.h.p. as the old 
slogger and, used in conjunction with a two-speed axle, will 
leave an_ eight-wheeler, old-slogger-powered, standing, 
with a payload not far short of the maximum. 

I do not base my Opinions on one journey; I have been 
overtaken on hills between South Wales and the Midlands 
for the past seven years by third-axle conversions or 
articulated units with similar power units. If I had any 
influence with my employer I would be driving one.

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with its efficiency. Never have the public had such 

a good range of choice for moving themselves or their 
goods, and never have there been so many statements 
that, While no doubt honestly made and cheerful in intent, 
come to the perceptive reader laden with doom. 

A few days ago the Daily Telegraph propounded the 
solution of the transport problem in a trenchant article. 
It put forward, among other things, the “ concept which 
must be slowly and painfully grasped that even if book- 
keeping losses are involved in running a modernized trans- 
port service with well-paid staff at low fares, they would 
be far more than offset by the benefits to the whole 
economy.” One might imagine that the reference was to 
passenger services in the remote highlands of Scotland, 
but what in fact the writer had particularly in mind was 
the proposed Victoria tube line. 

It would appear from this that a subsidy is required for 
transport in congested as well as sparsely populated areas, 
even when the congestion is avoided by running the service 
underground. Whatever transport is provided between the 
two extremes would also no doubt be run at a loss for 
most of the time. 


Subsidy Only Remedy 

There may be a few cases, although it is not easy to 
think of them, where an essential transport service can by 
no manner of means be made to pay, and where a subsidy 
is the only remedy. Recourse to this method of propping 
up an operator should be had only when all else has failed. 
In general, transport should be regarded in the same way 
as acommodity. The people using it should pay for it and 
not expect to have the service free. As the British Trans- 
port Commission used to proclaim before the burden of 
their deficit made them short of breath, a subsidy is an 
encouragement to inefficient operation. The choice of the 
customer is the best guide to services to be kept going. 

The prospect is gloomy if national funds have to be 
diverted to transport with no hope of return. In_ this 
atmosphere of doom it is not inappropriate that the 
Valkyries of the Railway Conversion League should come 
riding the storm. The League have now issued the 
memorandum they submitted in the summer to the Stede- 
ford group, and they have no hesitation in saying how 
desperate they consider the situation. 

“The problem of road congestion is out of control,” say 
the League, and they hardly bring comfort by adding the 
opinion that “failure to solve this problem would mean 
the economic eclipse of Britain within 10 years.” At this 
point of crisis the country’s “ transport system is breaking 
down and its economic wellbeing will follow suit unless the 
crisis is met. There is no hope whatever for the railways 
aS at present constituted. In a few years the great net- 
work of the permanent way will have been broken up.” 

Many of the ultimate decisions on the future of transport 
will be taken behind the scenes by experts in various fields, 
some of them Civil Servants. The indications are that 
these experts, on the whole, do not think highly of the 
League, and it must be admitted that some of the state- 
ments made by that body, and at times their handling of 
Statistics, are open to criticism. All the same there is a

fascination in the skill shown by the League in handling 
their sweeping proposals for providing the transport facili- 
lies that the country needs. 

Particularly ingenious is the clinching argument on 





finance. The League point out that £500m. was paid by 
road users in special taxation during 1958 and that this 
represented more than 20 per cent. on turnover, in spite of 
which commercial road transport was profitable enough to 
attract new capital. For the same year British Railways 
showed “an acknowledged deficit” of £90m. and the 
League maintain that under normal commercial accounting 
the figure would have been at least £250m. The conclu- 
sion must be that the profitability of road transport exceeds 
that of the railways by a wide margin. “ This being so,” 
comment the League, “a change in use of the permanent 
way system from railways to motor transport cannot but 
bring about a substantial improvement in the financial 
prospects of the system as a whole.” 

Exactly how the converted railways would fit into the 
general pattern of transport is still not completely clear. 
Previous publications by the League have given the 
impression that the railway tracks would be segregated as 
they are now and would be reserved for specially con- 
structed vehicles. The present type of road vehicle and 
the motorist would be excluded. There is a suggestion 
in the new memorandum that the motorist may have a 
choice, but, on the other hand, the permanent-way network 
is still described as “ reserved.” 

The idea of turning railways into roads is not new, 
although the League have taken it further than anybody 
else. What most people have imagined as an important 
advantage of conversion is simply the provision of much- 
needed extra road space. Some segregation might be 
thought desirable. Commercial-vehicle operators, especi- 
ally those on long-distance services, would almost certainly 
agree that cars and small delivery vehicles should be 
banned from the converted roads. On the other hand, the 
fully laden lorry with one destination would like to enter 
and leave the road so as to continue to provide a door- 
to-door service without transhipment. In the same way, 
the haulier would prefer to have an uninterrupted journey 
from one depot to another. 


Behind the Times 


Much trouble has been taken to make this possible even 
with the present railway system. There are piggyback 
trailers in the U.S.A., and recently British Road Services 
have exhibited the Roadrailer, the name of which ade- 
quately describes its function. If the railways become 
roads, not the least benefit would be the obsolescence of 
the convertible vehicle. In their apparent wish to continue 
segregating the former railway track the League seem to 
be singularly behind the times. 

An apt comment on this has recently been made by 
L’Union Routiére de France in a study on the Channel 
crossing. They are firmly against any plan to build a 
tunnel or bridge for railways only and the idea of using 
railway flat wagons in order to carry road vehicles they 
reject as an anomaly—fancy building a railway to carry 
cars! Whatever kind of link is undertaken, say the French 
federation, it must match the political and economic 
importance of the countries affected, and ideally should 
provide free passage for both road and rail vehicles, as 
well as telegraph and power cables. It seems almost a pity 
that this impeccable study in French logic did not go on to 
envisage what might happen if an exclusively rail project 
was put in hand and shortly afterwards the British. 
notorious for their lack of logic, decided to convert their 
railways into roads.

can still be disastrous both to the operator concerned and his 
competitors. 

Examination of the proportion of vehicle operating costs 
which users may not have to meet immediately is especially 
topical this week, after the announcement of an overall increase 
of 10 per cent. in charges made by British Road Services as 
from November 1, and in similar advances recommended to 
members by the Road Haulage Association and the National 
Conference of Road Transport Clearing Houses. Only if 
operators are aware of their total costs will they appreciate 
that these increases are fully justified. 

In the examples of vehicle costs ] am about to detail, it will 
be shown that the present cost of operating a 3-ton oiler 
400 miles per week amounts to a total of 12.74d. per mile, 
consisting of 8.43d. immediate expenditure and 4.31d. deferred 
costs. There would obviously be serious repercussions on both 
an operator and his competitors if, through either ignorance or 
imprudence, he were to base his charges solely on immediate 
expenditure. Yet it is apparent from inquiries received from 
either prospective or inexperienced operators that such a 
possibility should not be ruled out. 

The two vehicles I have chosen to indicate the division of 
operating costs into immediate and deferred expenditure are 
both types which might be used by newcomers. The first is a 






























3-ton oil-engined rigid vehicle averaging 400 miles a week, sug 
as might be employed on local or medium-distance work. 
other is a 10-ton oil-engined articulated outfit averagi 
1,000 miles a week—a fair example of a long-distance vehicle 
in the lower price range. 

Dealing first with the standing costs of the 3-tonner, 
unladen weight would be around 2 tons 8 cwt., with an anni 
licence duty of £30. On the basis of a 50-week year, whié 
allows for two weeks when the vehicle may be off the roaf 
either for major overhaul or driver's annual holidays, the 
standing cost per week of licensing would be 12s. The presefi 
rate of wages is estimated at £9 4s. 3d., which is based on the 
current rate applicable to grade 1 areas for a 44-hour weeky 
This sum also includes allowances for national and employes 
voluntary insurance contributions, and holidays with pay. «7 

Rent and rates for garage will be reckoned at 9s. 9d. per 
week. Where the vehicle insurance premium amounted to £24 
a year, the cost per week would be 9s. 7d. With an initial 
vehicle cost of £995, interest charged at a nominal rate of 
3 per cent. would amount to 12s. per week, giving a total 
standing cost for these five items of £11 7s. 7d. ;

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With an average weekly mileage of 400, the corresponding 
standing costs per mile would be: Licences, 0.36d.; wages, 
$.53d.; rent and rates, 0.29d.; insurance, 0.29d.; interest, 0.36d.; 
total, 6.83d. 

Assuming oil fuel is purchased in bulk at 3s. 103d. per gallon 
and the rate of consumption is 22.5 m.p.g., the fuel cost per mile 
would be 2.08d. Lubricants are estimated at 0.23d. per mile. 
With a set of tyres costing £93, and an average of 30,000 
miles per set. tyre cost per mile would amount to 0.74d. 

Maintenance, inclusive of washing and servicing, is estimated 
to cost 1.60d. To obtain the amount to be written off as 
depreciation, the cost of the original set of tyres is first deducted 
from the initial price of the vehicle, as tyres are dealt with as 
a separate item of expenditure. After a further deduction has 
been made for residual value, a balance of £790 remains. 
Allowing for a vehicle mileage life of 150,000, the resulting 
depreciation cost per mile would be 1.26d., and the total 
running cost per mile 5.91d. Added to the standing cost, this 
gives a total operating cost per mile of 12.74d. 
~ Total running costs at 400 miles per week would be: Fuel, 
£3 9s. 4d.: lubricants, 7s. 8d.; tyres, £1 4s. 8d.: maintenance, 
£2 13s. 4d.; depreciation, £2 2s.; total, £9 17s. Added to the 
total standing cost per week of £11 7s. 7d., the total operating 
cost per week becomes £21 4s. 7d. 

As shown in Table 1, two of the 
standing costs, wages (£9 4s. 3d.) and 
rent and rates (9s. 9d.) are reckoned as 
immediate expenditure, whilst £1 13s. 7d. 
per week may not have to be met until 
later. This total is made up of licences 
(12s.), insurance (9s, 7d.) and interest 
(12s.). The first two of these items may 
well be paid only annually. Dependent 
upon individual circumstances, the cost 
of garaging may be met weekly or at 
longer intervals, but I will assume it is 

paid weekly. 

As shown in the table, fuel costs would 
obviously be met concurrently, as would 
any expenditure on lubricants. Although 
tyre wear is incurred simultaneously with 
use, it may be some time before any 
expenditure is necessary and the weekly 
amount of £1 4s. &d. is accordingly listed 
as a deferred cost. 

A division, however, is necessary in 
case of maintenance costs. Even with a 
new vehicle. washing and light servicing would still require 
to be done at regular intervals, and for this reason a nominal 
sum of 10s. is set down as immediate expenditure. with the 
balance (£2 3s. 4d.) remaining as a deferred cost. Depreciation 
will also be a deferred expenditure. giving a total of £7 3s. 7d., 
which, though incurred each week relative to the mileage run, 
may not have to be met until later. The division of expen- 
diture as shown in Table | amounts to 66.18 per cent. immediate 
cost and 33.82 per cent. deferred. In terms of cost per mile. 
this will be 8.43d. immediate and 4.31d. deferred

With an unladen weight of 4 tons 12 cwt., the 10-ton “ artic” 
would have an annual licence duty of £65, or £1 6s. per week. 
As shown in Table 2, wage rates will now come in a higher 
category, giving a total of £9 Ils. 6d. Similarly, rent and rates 
ae raised to 13s. 4d. per week and vehicle insurance to the 
equivalent of £1 4s. 10d. Calculated on an initial outlay of 
£2312, interest will now amount to £1 7s. 9d., giving a total 
standing cost per week of £14 3s. 5d. 

With fuel purchased at the same price as before, but with a 
reduced consumption rate of 11 m.p.g., fuel cost per mile 
becomes 4.25d. Lubricants are placed a little higher at 0.37d. 
per mile. With a set of tyres at £290, tyre cost is placed-at 
208d. per mile. whilst maintenance is increased to 2.36d. 

Adopting the same procedure as before, depreciation is 
calculated to cost 2.48d. per mile, making a total running cost 
of 11.44d. When added to the standing cost per mile of 3.40d., 


this gives a total operating cost per mile of 14.84d. 

As shown in Table 2. the division as between immediate and 
deferred expenditure takes on the same pattern as before, but 
because of the higher weekly mileage, the proportion differs 
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from that of the smaller vehicle. The division shown in 
Table 2 of £29 11s. 6d. immediate expenditure and £32 $s. 3d 
deferred costs in terms of percentage is now 47.83 and 52.17 
respectively. Alternatively, of the total operating costs per mile 
of 14.84d., 7.10d. of this is estimated immediate expenditure 
and the balance of 7.74d. is deferred cost. In this example. in 
particular, it can be seen how easy it can be for an operator 
who has not fully acquainted himself with all items of expendi- 
ture to realize the high proportion of costs to be met later. 


Setting Up a Sinking Fund 


To avoid such a possibility it is recommended that these 
items should be recorded on a form similar to the one shown 


in Table 3 and a sinking fund set up for the purpose. It is 
intended that one form should be issued for each vehicle. The 
main distinguishing feature between one form and another—the 


period and the vehicle to which it refers—is shown at the right 
top corner, whilst a reference number could be included in the 
left top corner, relative to the particular form, to facilitate 
re-ordering of stationery. The basic costs of each vehicle are 


entered in the centre of the heading, and in the case of the 
3-tonner would be: Standing costs £1 
running costs 3.30d. per mile.

The form is then divided between income and expenditure. 
As it will probably be convenient to make the entries on the 
form weekly, the corresponding week-ending date can be 
entered in the first column, followed by the appropriate weekly 
mileage. The proportion of deferred standing costs, as con- 
tained in the heading, will remain constant at £1 13s. 7d. and 
entered in column 3. Running costs, however, will vary 
according to the weekly mileage and the weekly totals will be 
obtained by multiplying this mileage by the basic mileage cost 
shown in the heading. The amounts in columns 3 and 4 will 
then be added to give a weekly total, which ts entered in 
column 5, with a cumulative total alongside. 

The second section, devoted to expenditure, is divided into 
four columns. After entry of the date a description of whatever 
repair or replacement is made is entered in column 8, with the 
cost, inclusive of both labour and materials, shown in the 
column alongside.

From 
these successive totals the operator can see immediately at any 
time the amount remaining available to meet expenditure on 
repairs or renewals which he may know to be imminent. 

Alternatively, the establishment of a sinking fund will provide 
reassurance that provision is being made for annual payments, 
such as licensing and insurance, and for the ultimate replace- 
ment of the vehicle.

SOPHISTICATED TRANSMISSION 


TRANSMISSION system comprising 

a plate clutch, a torque converter and 
a gearbox is shown in patent No. 846,091. 
The clutch is engaged hydraulically, using 
pressure from the same pump that 
supplies the torque converter. (Brock- 
house Engineering, Ltd., Victoria Works, 
Hill Top, West Bromwich.) 

The drawing shows the converter-clutch 
unit which is interposed between the 
engine and the gearbox. The clutch con- 
sists of two plates with a friction-faced 
driven plate (1) between them. When 
engaged, it connects the turbine element 
(2) to the output shaft (3). 

The left clutch-plate (4) is also a piston. 
When hydraulic pressure is applied to the 
space (5) it is pressed into engagement. 
The pressure is switched by a valve to the 
other side of the piston to release it. The 
patent specification consists of 29 pages 
of description and 26 drawings. It gives 
details of the method of control and the 
valves employed. 


HOLLOW CAST CRANKSHAFTS 
HE modern practice of producing 
hollow  crankshafts by casting 
requires tubes to be inserted to form the 
oil circuit. A novel method of doing 
this is shown in patent No. 846,191. 
(Ford Motor Co., Ltd., 88 Regent Street, 
London, W.1.) 

The drawing shows a section of a 
hollow crankshaft with several tubes (1) 
in position. The holes for the tubes are 
cast into the shaft, and the tubes them- 
selves are inserted later. They are 
coated with a self-hardening epoxy-type 
resin and placed in the holes, as 
indicated in the drawing. 

Heat treatment at a temperature 


of 80° C. follows to harden the 
resin, 

The resulting joint is stated | ‘ 
to be capable of withstanding 


temperatures and stresses in excess 
of those encountered in operation. | 
The tubes are slightly shorter than | 
the bores so that they do not pro- | 
trude into the machined surfaces 
of the shaft.
